W hile earlier estimates placed the 
number of 
victim s trapped on Hie 
fourth and lift Ii floors of the Fish 
building as high as twenty later and 
more thorough investigation indicates, 
with considerable certainty, that there 
w'ere hut sixteen. 
Two of these es­ 
caped with their lives, which leaves 
two more to be accounted for. 
The search was abandoned upon the 
report 
of

Building Inspector 
John A. Short, who 
declared 
that 
three of tin* walls, inside of which 
rescuers were working, were in a dan­ 
gerous condition. 
If these are still 
standing in the morning tile work of 
removing the debris w ill he resumed. 
A coroner s jury which was impan­ 
eled viewed the charred and mutilated 
exhibits at tin* morgue, hut the in­ 
quest was postponed until April 2. 
Leo Stoeckel, a clerk of the Fish 
company, who is said to have started 
the fire by accident, told his stor\ to 
Fire Attorney Frank Hogan. Although 
Stoeckel. who Is hut twenty years of 
age, is admittedly more unfortunate 
than culpable, Attorney Hogan says 
that he will bring some charge against 
the young man to insure ills attend­ 
ance at the inquest. 
Stoeckel was brought before the fire 
marshal with 
his hand, which had 
been burned, swathed in bandages. He 
appeared heartbroken and 
told 
his 
story with difficulty.

From Catania and along the railway 
surrounding Etna thousands of per­ 
sons are watching the voleana, follow­ 
ing with telescopes the progress of 
the eruption. 
The streams of lava already have 
surpassed in volume those of the erup­ 
tion of 1892, but changing their courses 
just as they reached Belpasso and Nie- 
olosi, they 
have invaded the main 
roads near these two villages, which 
seem thereby now to have escaped de- 
I struct ion. 
The people are still fear­ 
ful, but iii both villages soldiers are 
encamped in the squares to avert a 
i panic 
while the 
mayor and 
parish 
priests are heroically ministering to 
th)' needy. 


Power to Stop the Lava. 


Cardinal Krancica 
Nava, who re­ 
turned to the scene of the eruption, 
promised to bring back to the people 
of Nicolosi and Belpasso the veil of St. 
Agatha, which til)'}- believe has the 
power to stop the advancing lava. Bro- 
f ftjSSO r Ricco, director of the observa­ 
tory on the volcano, despite a narrow 
escape from death, has returned to 
j the lava fields. 
To those wxho advised 
prudence he replied, “ M y post is now 
there.” 
Frank A. Berret of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
who is attached to the royal observa­ 
tory on Mount Vesuvius, arrived here

It is considered' most probable that 
the streams would pass between Hor­ 
rell© and Nicolosi without touching 
them.
